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Foreword 

« A » S an evidence of the spirit which its 
jy^l name implies, this little book is pre- 
R^S sented to the people of New York 
iMlfei ^^ ^^^ Department of Public Wel- 
^^^ fare. Regardless of other affilia- 
tions, we know that the citizens of 
New York are keenly interested in the 
charities of their city and have expectantly 
'awaited the knowledge of how their money 
is spent for this great cause. As the first 
attempt in the history of the Department to 
. list in directory form the municipal forms of 
relief and the private charities directly con- 
nected with the city, we offer this book with 
many apologies, while we assure its readers 
that we know there are many errors to be 
corrected in the revised edition. 

In the field of relief work there is not only 
opportunity for co-operation between public 
and private agencies, but an absolute neces- 
sity that this co-operation be carried on 
whole-heartedly and intelligently. 

Public charities must be ready to do all 
things for al! people, regardless of creed, 
station in life, color or nationality. It must 
be so organized that no one who needs its 
;■ assistance shall be turned away unaided. It 
must work along those plans of relief which 
have been sanctioned by the definite expres- 
sions of the community. Private charity, on 
the other hand, from its very nature can deal 
with specialized forms of relief; it can ex- 
periment with new ideas, and through 
experiment educate the public to a realiza- 
tion of the worthiness of its cause; but 
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above all, private charity holds within its 
power the stabilizing influence of the com- 
munity—the moral and religious life of its 
citizens. So long as the private charities 
emphasize the force of religion in life, just 
so long will they be able to express their 
fullest value in terms of relief. 

With all the new forms of interest 
injected into the life of our community dur- 
ing the last few years, the basic private 
charities are likely to have been forgotten, if 
they have ever been known to the public at 
large in their entirety. Many people do not 
realize the extent of their problems and the 
various points at which they touch munici- 
pal departments. Through this directory 
we hope to give some idea of the magnitude 
of this work and to recall to the attention of 
the public the necessity for their adequate 
support. 

The co-operation which we have received 
from the private charities has been most 
cordial and helpful. We trust that they feel 
our attitude has been sympathetic and co- 
operative, and we hope that through the 
closer association of both of us the public 
and the poor of this great city will be better 
served.

Approve or disapprove the organization 
and incorporation of all institutions of a char- 
itable, eleemosynary, correctional or reforma- 
tory character which are or shall be subject to 
the supervision and inspection of the board. 

"5. Investigate the management of all insti- 
tutions made subject to the supervision of the 
board, and the conduct and efficiency of the 
officers or persons charged with their man- 
agement, and the care and relief of the inmates 
of such institutions therein or in transit. 

"6. Aid in securing the best sanitary condi- 
tions of the buildings and grounds of all such 
institutions, and advise measures lor the pro- 
tection and preservation of the health of the 

"7. Aid In securing the establishment and 
maintenance of such industrial, educational 
and moral training in institutions having the 
care of children as is best suited to the needs 
of the inmates. 

"8. Establish rules for the reception and re- 
tention of inmates of all institutions which, b^ 
section fourteen of article eight of the consti- 
tution, are subject to its supervision. 

"9. Investigate the condition of the poor 
seeking pubhc aid and advise measures for 
their relief. 

"lO. Administer the laws providing tor the 
care, support and removal of state and alien 
poor and the support of Indian poor persons. 

"11. Collect statistical information in respect 
to the property, receipts and expenditures of 
all institutions, societies and associations sub- 
ject to its supervision, and the number and 
condition of the Inmates thereof, and of the 
poor receiving public relief." 

Ill addition to the foregoing the Board is 
invested with power to approve or disap- 
prove proposed certificates of incorporation 
of charitable institutions or organizations; 
to issue licenses to dispensaries, and to 
homes for the care of aged, decrepit and 
feeble-minded persons who are not proper 
subjects for care and treatment in a hospital 
for the insane, and for cause may revoke 
such Hcenses. Besides discharging these 
duties, it exercises such other functions as 
the supervision of placing out dependent 
children and the approval of plans for the 
construction of buildings for charitable in- 
stitutions, and is authorized, subject to ap- 
proval by the Governor, to transfer inmates 
from one State charitable institution to 
another.

SCHOOLS OF NURSING 

Tiie Department maintains four schools 
of nursing: 

City Hospital School of Nursing on 
Blackweil's Island. 

Cumberland Street Hospital School of 
Nursing, Brooklyn. 

Kings County Hospital School of Nurs- 
ing, Brooklyn. 

Metropolitan Hospital School of Nursing, 
Blackweil's Island. 

In 1919 a General Superintendent of 
Nurses was appointed to co-ordinate and de- 
velop the nursing interests. The President 
of the Alumnte has been appointed on the 
Advisory Board of each school. The annual 
vacation period has been increased to four 
weeks and the hours of work reduced to 
approximately eight hours. The probation- 
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ers' uniforms are supplied and students are 
provided with text books. The allowance 
has been increased to $18.00, $20.00 and 
$23.00 a month. A lunch is served each day 
at 10 and 4 o'clock. 

The longer vacation, the shorter hours, 
the better food and the lunches all tend to 
keep the young women in better health ; 
while the increased allowance, the proba- 
tionary outfit and the giving of books dur- 
ing the course make it possible for the stu- 
dents to take the training without feeling 
the continual financial strain which many of 
them have felt heretofore. 

A post-graduate course in Public Health 
and Social Service has been established at 
Hunter College. This is an eight months' 
course — two semesters — and is open to the 
graduates of all the city schools. There is no 
tuition fee, the students live in the Nurses' 
Home and are given the same money allow- 
ance as the senior student nurses. 

Training Schools for Attendants 

An epoch-making step in the progress of 
nursing was the establishment of schools 
for the training of attendants. Four such 
schools have been established. These 
schools are all in special institutions and do 
not conflict in any way with the Schools of 
Nursing.

In the first graduating classes from the 
three older schools there were forty-seven 
who received certificates. These Schools for 
Attendants were established to give better 
nursing care to the sick in special institu- 
tions where the majority of the patients do 
not require the services of the highly skilled 
trained nurse. These trained attendants will 
revolutionize the care of the sick in these 
19 
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institutions and will give to the community 
women who are trained to render certain 
nursing care at such rates as should make 
it possible for the average citizen to employ 
them. 



HOSPITAL SOCIAL SERVICE 

Medical Social Service continues to the 
patient beyond the hospital walls the over- 
sight and assistance he obtained within 
them. Provision is made for proper care 
and surroundings during convalescence; 
assistance is secured for the dependent 
family; necessary surgical appliances are 
afforded as vi-ell as the special nourishments 
often required, and suitable employment is 
obtained. 

A provision of its Charter forbids the city 
from using its funds for relief in homes of 
its hospital patients, hence these needs must 
be met through private funds and a close 
co-operation with the various philanthropic 
organizations of the community. 

The following is a report of the v^-ork done 
during 1919 by the Social Service Depart- 
ments of Eellevue and Allied Hospitals and 
the Department of Public Welfare:

PLACING OUT AGENCIES 

The Commissioner of Public Welfare has 
designated certain private agencies to carry 
on its work of placing children in free family 
homes, namely, the Catholic Home Bureau, 
the New York Children's Aid Society, the 
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[Srookiyn Children's Aid Society, and the 
Child Adoption Committee of the Free 
Synagogue. The children in all Catholic 
child caring institutions, who are eligible for 
placement, are referred to the Catholic 
Home Bureau, with the exception of the 
children from the New York Foundling 
Asylum and the New York Catholic Protec- 
tory, which carry on agencies of their own 
for the placing of their children. 

The Hebrew Orphan Asyium, the Hebrew 
Sheltering Guardian Society, and the Home 
for Hebrew Infants, occasionally place chil- 
dren, but as a rule Jewish children are re- 
ferred to the Child Adoption Committee of 
the Free Synagogue. The children in Prot- 
estant institutions who are eligible for 
placement are referred to the Children's Aid 
Society as a rule. An exception to this is 
the Colored Orphan Asylum of New York, 
which has a placing out agency of its own. 
The Brooklyn Children's Aid Society only 
places children directly committed to them.
